Recognizing that our country is in dire need of increas-

' our defense against forces of aggression, Governor Field- 
March 26, 1951, proclaimed the 
“Mississippi Farm Mobilization 


_ ed. production of certain 


ing L. Wright, Monday,

Month.” l 
Governor Wright, along with the State Agricultural 
Mobilization Committee, calls upon all farmers and others 
interested to plan their farm production program in line 
with essential needs, sound farm management, and effi- 
cient cultural practices, and urges all farmers to use the 
best of their farming skill to help obtain the production 
needed by our nation to which Mississippi farmers have in 
the past and can this year contribute greatly. 
Mississippi cotton farmers have been asked to plant 
at least 2,750,000 acres of cotton in 1951 as their share of 


the national cotton production need. This acreage will be. 


over 25 percent more than was grown last year. Produc- 
tion from the 2,750,000 acres is needed to meet minimum 
estimated requirements for cotton during the year begin- 
ning August 1, 1951, and ending July 31, 1952. However, 
if more than 2,750,000 acres are produced in 1951, or if re- 
quirements are less than estimated, the difference would 
serve to help restore our reserve to a desirable level. In 
the interest of national security it is better to be in an 
adequate or strong carry-over position on August 1, 1952, 
than to be in a short supply position. 

Mr. Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman of the county agricultural 
mobilization committee, states that Hancock County’s goal 
for 1951 is 50 acres, and urges every cotton grower to plan 
his cotton production program carefully so that maximum 
production can be obtained in line with good farm manage- 
ment practices. 

Mr. Lee further states that every farmer in this county 
should carry out this proclamation with concentrated effort 
on higher yields per acre, not only in cotton production, 
but in all-agricultural commodities. Farmers should follow 
the crop production guide set up by the agricultural mo- 
bilization committee for this county. 

The production of cotton is very essential to our na- 
tional economy and Hancock County has its part to play. 
Every farmer in this county must plant and produce in 
line- with good farm management practices in order for the 
county to teach its production goal set up by the agricul- 
tural mobilization committee. 

We can not all be soldiers for front line battle, but we 
can use what we have as farm people to produce the neces- 
sary commodities for stability and welfare of our national 
economy.

There is no doubt in my mind 
but that with organized effort this terrific loss can be greatly reduced. 


Let me urge our farmers and other rural people to withhold the 
burning of grass or briars along fence rows, ditch banks and in fields, 
for many of the serious forest fires are caused by this practice. 


Please keep in mind this fact: Since 1940, our timber resources 
have been subjected to an ever increasing strain. In other words, more 
wood ta being used and destroyed faster than it is being grown.

MORE ABOUT GOVERNMENT 
ECONOMY 


In these days of high taxes and gi- 
gantic governmental expenditures, when 
lip service is freely given to the cause 
of economy, some of us in the House 
are determined to do something de- 
finite and concrete about it. Last week 
the first of several appropriation bills 
came up for consideration in the House. 
This was known as the Treasury and 
Post Office Bill. The House Appro- 
priation Committee, in several weeks 
of hearings, had cut the President’s 
recommendation by several million dol- 
lars. But when the bill got to the 
Floor, several of us on both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican sides had amend- 
ments prepared which, if adopted, 
would result in a further saving of 
several additional million dollars. 

The net result after two days of 
debate was that a large number of 
Republicans and a smaller group of 
Southern Democrats succeeded in hav- 
ing a number of amendments adopted 
which, added to the cuts made by the 
Committee itself, reduced the appro- 
priation to approximately forty mil- 
lion dollars less than the President’s 
Budget Commission had requested. It 
was noticeable in this connection that 
not a single Democrat North of the 
Mason-Dixon Line voted for a single 
amendment to cut. 
INDICATIONS 

The Treasury and Post Office Ap- 
propriation Bill offers little opportunity 
compared with those of other bureaus 
for reductions below Budgetary esti- 
mates. The fact that this bill was cut 
almost forty million dollars by the 
House and its committee below the 
president’s Budget indicates that other 
' bills will be cut more. In other words, 
Members of Congress, at least in the 
House, have indicated their determin- 
ation to try to keep the old ship of 
state afloat. It will be interesting to 
see what happens to this bill when 
it gets to the Senate, which body in 
the past several years has been noted 
for its increases over the House figures.

Sportsmen, nature lovers, teach- 
ers, trappers, commercial fisher-

they are not nacurally Easter flowers. 
They bloom in July and August. The 


[lilies you find in florist shops, I am 


told, are two years old. The bulbs 
were sold to green-houses last October. 
They were kept in cold storage for 
a few weeks, so they wouldn’t grow 
too fast. Then they were forced by the 
florist who kept them at 50 degrees 
just long enough for them to grow and 
bloom exactly at Easter time. 

Most of the Easter lilies you saw 
were probably Croft’s, for it is most 
prolific commercially. Originally, of 
course, most lily bulbs came from Ja- 
pen, but Dr. David Griffith, of the 
US Dept. of Agriculture experimental 
farm crossed this lily with the wild 
variety. 

In 1925 a neighbor gave Sidney 
Croft, of Bandon, Oregon a few of 
these new lily bulbs, He planted them 
that autumn. The next summer he was 
amazed to find among his tall lily 
stalks one dwarf plant with short 
stems wearing six enormous, trumpet- 
shaped flowers. 

Croft realized that this smali lily 
would be ‘an ideal forcing plant for 
Easter. By 1934 he had won many 
honors at exhibitions and shipped sev- 
eral thousand bulbs to greenhouse 
owners. Just as fortune was within his 
grasp he passed on. But, before he 
did he made a very unselfish gesture 
by giving all his bulbs to his neighbors. 

Before the second World War, nearly 
all the commercial lily bulbs were im- 
ported from Japan for Easter trade. 
With the war the bulbs were cut off 
entirely. Florists were in a sweat. But 
Croft bulbs were rushed to the des- 
perate florists. Then the boom in Croft 
lilies began. In the area from which 
Sidney Croft originated, land which 
had sold for $50 an acre, now sky- 
rocketed to as high as $3,000, all 
though most people wouldn’t sell at 
all, Everyone—housewives, retired min- 
isters, lawyers joined in the lily gold 
rush. Many cleared as high as $25,000 
an acre on lily bulbs. 

‘However, it was hard, back-breaking 
labor to fertilize, weed and gather blos- 
soms. When the coil stayed wet too 
long bulbs rotted. 

The authorities say the boom ig 
over. But, the $30,000,000 lily busi- 
ness is still encouraging to most.
